To ren- 
der property inſecure would deitroy all motives to exertion, and tear up 
public happineſs by the roots. 

Such are the truths acknowledged and avowea .y the REFORMERS of 
the preſent day; and where, but in the wild workings of a diſordered imag- 
ination, do their enemies find the dangerous doctrines with which they daily 
alarm the public. Are they acknowledged by the government of America? 

Are they to be diſcovered in the code of the French nation ? Have they been

The ſyſtematic oppoſition which has been made, during 
the preſent Adminiſtration, to the reaſonable claims of the People, ſuffi- 


- ciently juſtifies ſuch, an apprehenſion---< They barbarouſly imagine, that 


a more equal participation of bleſſings, would tend to a diminution of their 
perſonal power and authority ; and thus, are far leſs anxious to increaſe the 
comforts, or relieve the ſufferings of the indigent and oppreſſed than to per- 
petuate their ignorance, and to enſure the continuance of their own domin- 
ion.“ |

SON, TRUTH, and JUSTICE, for their auxilaries ; therefore we hope 
they will not be intimidated by the feeble and ineffectual oppoſition which may 
be made to their claims, by a phalanx of Placemen and Penfioners, who have 
no other virtues to unite them but corruption, and no other arguments to op- 
poſe our reaſoning but ſophiſtry and declamation.
